I  get  a  real  kick  out  of  foreign  gold  and  the  bid  sheets  which  come  in  on 
same.  In  last  auction  one  patron  wrote  he  was  a  little  slow  in  sending  in  his 
bid  sheets  which  covered  about  a  thousand  dollars  worth  of  bids.  Said'^he  had 
had  a  heart  attack.  I  felt  like  writing  him  I  had  a  mild  attack  also  when  I 
seen  his  hids  which  were  about  a  third  to  a  half  what  the  coins  sell  for.  I 
never  entered  any  of  his  bids  as  it  would  be  a  waste  of  time.
